MEAT VALUES LOWER 


So Claim Chlcaco p"l'kciT, S«j-lntr Cutllo

Inspection of the weekly <]uotJ.tioiis 


of dressed beef prices as chronicled in 
the iiles of the National ProviMoner. a 
trade paper devoted to the interests of 
the meat trade, says thf Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald, shows that, the present low- 
cost of beef has come about ill the last 
three months, though previously there 
was a griidual decline from the maximum 
of prices reached in Mny or June. 
The 


puckers attribute the present favorable 
condition of things lor the consumer to 
the lower prices of live, slock, which are 
said to be much more plrntiful. 
Ft is 


worthy of note that the United Stoles 
charges alleging a beef combination were, 
filed in May, and that one of the citarg- 
es wiis t h a t ' t h e packers controlled the 
live stock supply. The assertion that 
the drop in the price of beef to the re- 
tailers has been about 4 cents per pound 
does not seem borne out by the quota- 
tions, which indicate, a. decline of nhout 
I! cents from the maximum to the pres- 
ent market.

staves. 
The duke of Connaught, who 


represented King Edward, and the Du- 
chess of Connaught followed. Their ele- 
phant was equally gorgeously compari- 
soncd. Th™, in order 
of precedence, 


came the Nizam of Hyderbad. the Ma- 
harajah of Travancore arid other ruling 
chiefs, seventy in all, their 
huge ele- 


phants forming a lino a quarter of a mile 
in length. 
This 
glittering 
procession 


started from the railroad station preced- 
ed by dragoon guards and artillery, the 
viceroy's escort, and by 
heralds, 
and 


trumpeters. 


Tlie route was entirely lined by Brit- 


ish and native troops. From the salut- 
ing battery, posted at the fort eommand- 


the Lahore Gate, guns thundered out 


a. royal salute as the viceroy passed with 
the heralds and trumpeteers sounding at 
intervals spirited fanfares. 
The cortege, 


passed in front of a line of 150 elephants 
carrying the brilliantly dressed retain- 
ers of the ruling chiefs. The 
colossal 


beasts all saluted by 
trumpeting and 


throwing their trunks in the air, present- j j 
Jng a truly imposing spectacle and after- 
ward fell in line behind the official pro- 
cession. Huge crowds of on-lookers wit- 
nessed the spectacle which it is asserted, 
has never been surpassed in magnificence 
even in this country of oriental splendor. 


The heralds, pursuivants and

petcers who followed the escort and im- 
mediately proceeded the vice regal pro- 
cession were conspicuous by the splen- 
dor of their attire. They were followed 
by the newly constituted imperial cadet 
corps, comprising 30 maharajahs.

Inspection of - the weekly quotatioiis- 


of dressed beef prices as chronicled in 
the files of the National Provisioner, a 
trade paper devoted to the interests of 
the meat trade, says the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald, shows that, the present low 
cost of beef lias come about in the last 
three months, though previously .there 
was a gradual decline from the maximum 
of prices reached ill May or June. The 
puckers attribute the present favorable 
condition of things for the consumer to 
the lower prices of live stock, which are 
said to be much more plentiful. It is 
worthy of note that the United States 
charges alleging a beef combination were 
filed in May, and that one of the charg- 
es was that: the packers controlled the 
live stock supply. The assertion that 
the drop in. the price of beef ,to the re- 
tailers has been-about 4 cents per pound 
'does not see-in borne out by the quota- 
tions, which indicate a decline of about 
3 cents from the maximum to the pres- 
ent market.

SMOKER SCENE OF HORROR. 


The-ill-fa ted express consisted of two 


baggage cars, a smoker,- two first class 
coaches and two Pullmans. The smok- 
er which was 'telescoped by the coach be- 
hind it, had thn sides knocked out of it, 
the roof falling and imprisoning the pas- 
sengers. It was in this ear that most of 
tho"awfiU havoc and loss of life occurr- 
ed. 


The wreck shortly after the collission, 


caught fire, and but for the heroic efforts 
of a brigade of passengers organized and 
led by an old nian, who was himself a 
passenger on the ill-fated train, the dis- 


ster might have been more disastrous

BEEF PRICES ARE STILL UP 


Retail Meat Dealers Say Claims of WhoU- 


aalers Are Without Foundation. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—Leading retail 


meat dealers dispute-the assertion of the 
Chicago packers that there has been a 
lareg reduction iu the wholesale price of 
beef without a correspondent reduction 
to the .consumer in the last six months. 
They :say they are paying as much as 
ever for. first class dressed beeves, and 
that the reduction in lower priced grades 
has not been -anywhere near the 4 to 5 
cents a pound claimed. Furtheij, it is 
said that this is the .season of the year 
when baef prices are low,, and any drop 
that occurs now is not.likely to last 
long. 


"The" packers don't know what they 


are talking about if they say they are 
charging the retailers 4 or 5 cents a 
pound less for beef now than they did 
three months ago," declared a represen- 
.ative of J. H. Mahler, "0 Nor.th Clark 
jtreet. "They are probably talking for 
effect. We pay practically the same for 


. beef -that we have paid throughout 


Hie last year. Indeed, I think we pay 
about 0 to 10 cents a pound for carcass 
3eef that a year ago we paid 7 to S cents 
or.

In this re- 
spect, they are different from river and 
harbor bills. Indeed, there may well be 
doubt that the subcommittee will succeed 
in a manner to command the approval of 
the whole committee of the house. 


We do not know certainly why Mr. 


Spooner lias addressed himself specifical- 
ly to this subject, unless he is ambitious 
to add to his laurels as 
a framcr 
of 


congressional bills.. In this line he has 
already achieved a measure of distinc- 
tion.
